As, however, a-campaign, through 
the press to rais@ funds for'n. nome-ot 
this kind was shortly after started, by 
the Sunshine Column of one of our 
daily papers, we decided to give them 
all the support ye Rould sand donated 
almost $1,000 to bé handed aver when 
other donations were. sufficient to 
carry on such a home for two years, 

But all this was changed oi the oat- 
break of the war in August, The beard 


of the proposed Convalescent Home 
real'aing how tmpoasible it would be 
to raise the required amount to start 


the home, and knowing what need the 
LODE. would have for all its funds, 
very kindly relieved us of our lIlablle 
ity to them. 

A general meeting was called to de- 
cide what we should do and the sum 
of $1,176,000 was enthusiastically vot- 
ed to the hospital ship, the funds for 
which, as you may remember, on the 
advice of the adm ty were used in- 
stead for the Canadian Woman's hos- 
pital, 

We, of course, felt that our duty had 
not ended here, and before very long 
wives of men enlisted came to us for 
help and we recognized that this was 
to be our great work, and before the 
patriotic fund was started in Mdmon- 
ton, we were doing all in our power 
to give what assistance we could to 
the dependents of soldiers. 

When the first meeting of the Pa- 
triotle Fund committee .of which all 
the regents in the city were members: 
was called, the 10.0, were asked to 
undertake the ministering of the fund 
in Edmonton. that is to visit and re- 
port on every family twice a nonth, 

As there was some delay before of- 
ficial lists of our own contingents and 
lists of the British, Wrench and Bel- 
gian reservists arrived this work was

Shortly after’ 8 a.m. on the 
10th of March these troops assaulted 
ind carried German trenches in the 
neighborhod of Neuve Chappelle, 

“The co-operation between the ar- 
tillery of all branches and the infan- 
try was very good with the result that 
the losses incurred were not great in 
proportion to the results achleved 
The mutual support which individual 
hettalions aferded cach other during 
the operations was a marked feature 
of the attack 

“Our heavy artillery was very ef 


fective, Apart from the observed Yre- 
sults, prisoners’ statements confirm 
the accuracy of our fire and the dam-
